Churchill Upholds 


-|Good Faith 


LONDON, Feb, 27.—(4)—Prime Minister Churchill upheld the 
Crimea conference Polish settlement today as embodying “just and 
right” Soviet territorial claims, disclosed the Big Three had agreed 
to give Poland Danzig and Upper Silesia along with other territory 
at German expense and defended vigorously the good faith of 
Marshal Stalin and the Soviet regime. 


Opening in the house of com- 
mons a three-day debate in which 
he is asking Britain to commit 
herself to the broad principles of 
the Crimea conference, Churchill 
declared that the American on- 
slaught against Japan had brought 
the war in the Pacific to its peak 
period, 

The conflicts in Europe and 
Asja taken together have now 
reached an “overall or double-peak 
period,” he said, the war against 
Germany having “been prolonged 
for a good many months beyond 
what was hoped for last autumn,” 


POLES TO GET DANZIG 


Churchill said that the Big 
Three had agreed to give Poland 
“the great city of Danzig and the 
greater part of East Prussia west 
of Koenigsberg” as well as “a long 
wide sea front on the Baltic,” the 
industrial province of Upper Si- 
lesia and such other territory east 
of the Oder river as the peace 
conference might care to take 
away from Germany. 


“The Russian claim, first ad- 
vanced at Teheran in November, 
1943, has always been unchanged 
for the Curzon line in the east,” 
Churchill said, “and the Russian 
offer has always been that ample 
compensation should be gained 
for Poland at the expense of Ger- 
many in the north and in the west. 

“I think the Russian claim to 
it is just and right. If I cham- 
pion this frontier for Russia it 
is not because I bow to force. It 
is because I believe it is the fair- 
est division of territory that can, 
in all circumstances, be made be- 
tween the two countries.” 


“SOVIET’S GOOD FAITH” 


Churchill, formerly a _ leadin 
critic of the Soviet Union an 
Communism, made one of his few 
departures from a conversational 
tone to speak with emphasis when 
he touched on the matter of the 
Soviet Union's good faith. 


“The impression I brought back 
from the Crimea and from all my 
other contacts is that Marshal 
Stalin and the other Soviet lead- 
ers wish to live in honorable 
friendship and equality with the 
western democracies,” he _ said. 
“T feel also that their word is 
their bond. 

“I know of no government 
which stands on its obligations 
more solidly than the Russian So- 
viet government. I decline abso- 
lutely to embark here upon a dis- 
cussion about Russian good faith. 

“It is quite evident that these 
matters touch the whole future of 
the world. Somber indeed would 
be the fortunes ~of mankind if 
some awful schism arose between 
the western democracies and the 
Russian people—if all future 
world organization were rent 
asunder.” 

COMPLETE HARMONY 


Again and again Churchill, ap- 
yperiee fit and in fine fettle, em: 

asized existence of complete Al- 
lied harmony in the prosecution of 
the war in plans for controlling 
Germany after its collapse. But 
he simultaneously stressed the need 
tor unity in forming an organiza- 
tion which will give all nations, 
“great and small, victor or van- 
quished,” security against an ag- 
gressor.

Creation of a state veterans’ department to administer 
veterans’ affairs in the state. 
6. Addition of a new justice to the supreme court. 
7. Retention of the clause providing that a governor cannot 
himself. 
8. Granting authority to municipalities to operate utilities.

‘Pa’ Watson 
Dies En Route 
From Yalta 


President Roosevelt's 
Military Aide, 61, 
Succumbs at Sea 


By MERRIMAN SMITH. 

AT SEA WITH PRESIDENT 
ROOSEVELT, Feb. 20.—(UP)— 
Maj, Gen, Edwin M, Watson, mill- 
tary aide and secretary to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, died at sea today 
aboard an American cruiser bear- 
ing the presidential mech home 
from the Crimea conference. 

Watson, 61, and known to his 
intimates as “Pa,’ became ill just 
as the President and his staff were 
leaving Russia by air to rejoin the 
cruiser in the Mediterranean. He 
died early today of a cerebral 
hemorrhage. 

The general was one of the chief 
executive's closest friends. His 
sudden death greatly saddened 
Mr. Roosevelt. 

“I shall miss him almost more 
than rT can eeoeees, ” the President 
said. he helped me greatly.” 
EULOGY FROM FDR 

The President said in a state- 
ment that Watson “deserves every 
tribute that can be given, both as 
a close friend and ‘as an officer 
of the United States Army. 

“He had been on almost every 
previous trip with me during the 
last 12 years and, though he had 
been ill for a short period about a 
year ago, it was his sense of duty 
and tion to see the war 
through that made him insist on 
taking this trip with me.” 

Watson was ill briefly during 
the Teheran conference in late 
1943. Shortly afterward, because 
of his physical condition, he went 
on the Army retired list in order 
not to retard the promotion of 
men behind him in seniority. 

Watson, a native of Eufaula, 
Ala., had a picturesque home in 
Charlottesville, Va., where the 
President visited on several occa- 
sions. 

WEST POINT GRID STAR 

He was named military aide to 
the President when Mr. Roosevelt 
was first inaugurated in 1933. Six 
years later, he was assigned the 
additional duty of a White House 
secretary. He also had served as 
an aide to President Wilson at the 
Versailles peace conference. 

Watson was a former Army 
football star. He played tackle 
while at West Point. It was there 
that he acquired the nickname 
“Pa” because he was the oldest

He served with distinction as an 
artilleryman during World War I.

' Philippines 'to be cleared of the enemy, 


Yesterday Gen. Douglas MacArthur re- 
turned the liberated Philippines to civil 
government, under the leadership of Presi- 
dent Sergio Osmena. In one of the most 
dramatic and moving incidents of the story 
of the Pacific war, the city of Manila was 
proclaimed, by the American leader, as re- 


stored to “its rightful place as a symbol |. 


of democracy.” 


The ceremony took place in Malacanan 
Palace, with the sound of rifle fire from 
the little handful of suicidal Japanese still 
fighting in a couple of Manila buildings, 
audible to the assembly. It is but three 
days since fhe end of real battle within the 
confines of the city. ) 


Thus, while the sounds of warfare still 
echo, the Philippines are restored to lib- 
erty, returned to civil rule under the dem- 
ocratic process. Gen. MacArthur was 
«speaking with significant truth when he 
called Manila a “symbol of democracy.”

Real Peace Is Not 
Merely Agreements 


(Editor’s Note: Ralph McGill is en route

Anxiety about the peace, which cannot be denied to exist, is 
due, I believe, to the extraordinary nature of our times. Before 
this war actually began, the world had been, for a full decade, 
in a state of ferment and convulsion. Various strictly national 
attempts were made to mitigate the problems or suppress them by 
naked force. Then the all-embracing war, far from solving the 
problems, has accelerated them everywhere, added new problems, 
and suggested new directions. However and whenever hostilities 
may cease, we shall not have peace until the ferment has subsided 
into those forms of life which will endure with reasonable stability 
for the coming epoch, 

To foresee these forms is beyond the mind of any human being. 
The shape of things to come cannot, therefore, emerge from a blue- 
print, but from innumerable attempts to establish patterns in in- 
numerable fields. Therefore, speculations about a peace table fall 
short of either the needs or realities of our times. Actually we 
have seen, and will continue to see, a whole series of peace confer- 
ences. Our hope is that within the next 10 or 20 years the new 
pattern of life will take form out of all these conferences and the 
play of public opinion upon them. The prerequisite for this is 
that the actual power in the world, as represented by the Big 
Three, will cofitinue unitedly to guard these processes without 
freezing them by the exercise of naked force, realizing that our 
age is of transition and change. 

Of the many conferences—Bretton Woods was one; the UNRRA 
conference, the business conference at Rye, the air conference in 
Chicago, the ILO conference in Philadelphia, and the International 
Trade Union conference now going on in Britain are others—all 


are attempts to find the pattern of peace. 
The fact that few, if any of them, were 


Great Importance wholly successful does not detract from 


their supreme significance. 

We realize today that peace is not merely agreements reached 

between political powers, but is collaboration and harmony be- 

tween international functions. It is possible—and it is even prob- 
able—that when the final pattern of a peaceful international society 
emerges, Teheran, Dumbarton Oaks, Mexico City, Yalta, and even 
San Francisco will appear of lesser rather than greater importance. 
For the real problems of human society are: How can the people of 
this world be fed? How can currencies be stabilized? How can work- 
ers mutually raise their standards of living? How can economic 
depressions be prevented? How can air and other traffic be satis- 
factorily organized for most of mankind? Still other problems will 
require other international commissions, For instance, one is needed 
to consider migration and colonization. 

The satisfactory solution of these problems is the antidote to 
war. The organization of states and of force is to hold up a struc- 
ture inside which these problems can be handled in reason, and can 
assume the prime importance which is theirs. 

Obviously it is impossible to create a rational integration of the 
chief human function, which integration would mean peace, unless 
we can at least postpone, for 50 years, the specter of war. For it 
is the specter of war, and preparation for war, which prevents any 
rational integration of human functions. Autarchial economies, 
political pressures to prevent effective international labor organi- 
zation, trade wars, imperial preference programs, monopolistic tend- 
encies in world markets, these and many other things which dis- 
rupt the common interests of mankind on this globe are practiced 


in anticipation of possible future military clashes. 
On the other hand, international collabo- 


Working Together ration does not merely nor chiefly con- 


sist in agreements signed by heads of states, but in the actual 
doing of things together. The moment commissions of labor organ- 
izations from a score of countries sit down, even to consider to- 
gether, how standards can be created by which workers in one 
country do not undercut those in another, a real international so- 
ciety begins to form. And, until there is an international society, 
there will be no reliable international organization. Any organiza- 
tion, of any kind, can very easily be broken up. But a society, once 
it takes firm roots, and offers advantages to all, of its members, 
will survive almost anything, including setbacks and defeats. 

A world political organization is, therefore, only useful as a 
framework within which, with setbacks, difficulties, failures and 
fresh starts, an international society can slowly create itself. Until 
it is created, the framework is essential. Once it is created, the 
framework could all but disappear, and nobody would miss it. 

So no peace table, no single gathering of potentates, as we saw 
at Versailles, will settle the affairs of this dynamic age. We shall 
find no surcease of the effort and the struggle again to create out 
of chaos a world which has stability, harmony, and form. It is 
given this generation of men to live in a world of unprecedented 
danger and unparalleled opportunity and there is no way out ex- 
cept to face it, and face it for at least a generation, and probably

A Reporter Learns 
Something of Mobs 


“A possible broken nose, one closed eye, nu- 

merous cuts about the head, bruises too numer- 

ous to mention, and an entirely new slant on 

mobs in general and French-Canadian mobs in particular, are the 

combined results of this reporter’s too-close observation of the riot.” 

So reads the closing paragraph of a story on a Montreal, Can- 

ada, dateline. It is the story of an anti-conscription riot which broke 

out in a Quebec town named Drummondville, when Royal Canadian 

Mounted Police and military police attempted to round up army 
deserters: and violators of the dominion conscription law. 


For once the mounties did not get their men, in any large degree, 


and a force of 100 mounties and military police were finally com- 
pelled to withdraw from the town, leaving the scene of battle in 
the hands of the rioters. 

It happened last Saturday night. It constitutes a blot on the 
Canadian war record and adds one more incident to one of the most 
puzzling human situations in the world. Intelligent people cannot 
understand why the French-Canadians are so bitterly opposed to 
playing their part, as men, in the world fight for freedom. With 
Canada performing so magnificently, with Canadian soldiers mak- 
ing a grand record on the battle lines, and with the home country, 
France, so recently liberated from German conquest, you would 
think the French-Canadians would want to rise en masse against 
the common foe. 

But, to the contrary, they do everything to avoid serving in the 
Canadian army, they fight with all their strength against selective 
service for overseas and, when authority seeks to enforce the laws 
of the dominion, they riot. They are mysterious folk. 


Ignorance, Probably and mobs come into existence, that 
the members of those mobs are chiefly the most ignorant—which 
means the most intolerant—of the community. The French-Cana- 
dians, mostly, are ignorant. They are extremely provincial in their 
habits of thought and know very little of what goes on in the out- 
side world. While of French descent, they have long ago become 
a people very little like the people of France. Even their language 
is different from continental French. It has frequently been said 


It is almost always true when riots 


-that a Frenchman from Paris and a backwoods French Canuck 


can’t understand each other’s language at all. 

I know no French-Canadian, by the way. One time was forced 
to turn down a pretty good job offer because of that linqual lack. 
It was on the Montreal Star and use of both languages, French- 


Canadian and English, was essential. 


There were *iree newspapermen who felt 
A Sore Reporter the anger of that Drummondville mob last 
Saturday night. 


The one who wrote the story from which I took 
the opening paragraph, bylines his stuff Earl Banner. Names of 
the other two are not given. Says Earl Banner, in his story, 
“ . . three newspapermen, including this correspondent, were 
singled out by the mob as ‘stoolies,’ knocked to the ground and 
given the boot by the howling French-Canadian youth.” . 

(Further evidence, you see, of mob ignorance. Only woefully 
ignorant people would thus misunderstand the duty and the ethics 
of a reporter’s job.) 

Banner continues: 

“An unidentified French-Canadian rescued this reporter. He 
forced his way into the group kicking their victim as he lay, semi- 
conscious in the snow, pulled him to his feet, and half dragged him 
into the near-by doorway of an upstairs restaurant. The crowd 
went after both of them but they managed to escape <hrough a 
back door of the building.” . 

Never, in nearly 40 years of newspaper experience, has such 
an incident been my misfortune. For which I’m thankful, Per- 
haps I should be thankful, too, I didn’t get that job in Montreal. 

There have been moments, though. There was that time I was 
barred from a meeting of strikers, but “covered” it, nevertheless, 
by hanging to a fire escape outside an open window of the hall. 

And there was the police reporter—not me—on this paper who 
went with a local police squad to round up a desperado barricaded 
inside a house. That reporter learned that night what it is to be 
shot at. 

And there was the afternoon of the big Atlanta fire, when we 
helped move bedridden invalids of houses in path of the flames. 

Those are other stories, for another time, however. No mob has 
yet “given me the boot,” and I can rake up not the slightest envy

A Washington columnist recent- 
ly started a one-man crusade to 
make _ servicemen dissatisfied 
with their insurance. And since 
his argument is plausible, and 
Army and Navy publications have 
reprinted it, the crusade is likely 
to succeed. If it does, it will 
prove again that good intentions 
can be as hurtful as bad ones. 

The columnist’s argument is like 
this: When the soldier signed up 
for insurance, he thought his wife 
or other beneficiary would get 
$10,000 in a lump sum. Now he 
learns that she will not get the 
cash, but $50 a month for 20 years, 
and he feels tricked and cheated. 


will seem like a dole, 

If she got the money in a lump 
sum, argues the columnist, she 
could buy a home and take in 
roomers or boarders, or she could 
buy a small business that would 
support her, whereas $50 a month 
would scarcely pay the rent and 
grocery bill. 

That argument is likely to con- 
vince the typical soldier, for he is 
a young fellow, without much ex- 
perience, and with no great knowl- 
edge of finance, business or human 
nature. Offered a choice between 
leaving his beneficiary $10,000 in 
cash or $50 a month for 20 years, 
he will almost invariably choose 
the $10,000. It seems a lot of 
money, while the mof&thly pay- 
ment seems chicken feed. 

But experience has shown. that 
the monthly _payments would 
mean security for a definite num- 
ber of years. They would at least 
buy bread. But the $10,000 would 
mean luxury for a year or two, 
and then noiching. 

Given $10,000 in cash, the typi- 
cal young widow who really needs 
the money will feel rich. She 
could buy a home, but she won't. 
(Maybe one in 10 will do it). She 
could buy a small business, but 
good things are few. 

First she will spend part of her 
capital for clothes and little luxu- 
ries she has long desired. If she 
hasn’t a car, she will buy one, She 
will lend some of her money to 
importunate relatives. When she 
realizes that it is slipping away, 
she will begin to think of invest- 
ments. 

But interest rates are low and 
dividends are small. She will be 
lucky to find a safe investment 
that will pay her a net of 4 per 
cent—$400 a year on her whole 
$10,000. So she begins to dream 
of bigger returns, and becomes 
easy prey for the rogue who prom- 
ises 10 per cent or 20 per cent,

WASHINGTON.—What to do about the 1T,, 
a 000,000 people who make up the population of the 
ia. Philippine Islands poses a question that is des 
tined to come prominently to the forefront in Washington: and Ma» 
nila during the next 16 months. 


Under the Tydings-McGuffie Act, passed by congress some ten 
years ago, the Filipinos are scheduled to gain their 
on July 4, 1946, less than a year and a half hence. 


Already the proposal has been made that, in lieu of independ- 
oe se offer them the privilege of coming into the Union as the 
state. 


- Since the Philippines have not yet been fully liberated from the 
Japs little discussion of the proposal has been held in the 
but the question seems certain to arise as a lively issue both there 
and here in due course. 


It is a question (1) of whether the Philippines desires gtatehood 
in the American .republic, and (2) whether we are willing to re 
ceive them. . 

Close students of the islands say the alternative to statehood 
is economic disaster, unless we want to grant a 20-year extension 
of effective free trade between the United States and the Philip- 
pines, as well as provide substantial compensation for war damages 
and the rehabilitation of the country, two essentials to the success 
of their indeperdence.

To sever the islands of all further connections 
7 with the United States, in keeping. with pro- 
visions of the Tydings-McGuffie Act, would be to wash out all of 
the good things we have sought to accomplish there, it is said. These 
are such things as free schools, public health improvement, good 
roads, and democracy. . 

The difficulty confronting the Philippines, if they accept inde- 
pendence next year, revolves around the extensive foreign trade 
they have developed with the United States. Before the outbreak 
of the Pacific war between 80 and 85 per cent of all their exports 
were sold in the United States. This trade more than tripled be 
tween 1914 and 1939. : | 

Commerce between the United States and the islands was free 
of tariff restrictions, hence it thrived. But if the Filipino people 
accept their independence they will be subject to the same tariff 
barriers as other countries. 

The effect of these tariffs, it is said, will be to throw.the coun. 
try’s economy into chaos and to invite financial disaster. Added 
to the problems created by Japanese occupation of the islands 
during the past three years—destruction of property and markets—~ 
the prospective plight of the people is even more severe. 


Most of these problems would be eliminated b 
Statehood statehood. Trade between the islands and tha 
United States would continue on a free basis, just as it is among the 
several! states. 

If we should allow the Philippines to come into the Union, they 
would be allotted two United States senators and as many con- 
gressmen as their population justifies. Many people think this is 
the course that should be followed. It would give us a permanent 
outpost in the Pacific. We then could proceed to fortify it and 
develop it on a scale commensurate with its true importance. 

Moreover, the archipelago would be important to us as an admin- 
istrative center for all the other smaller islands we have taken from 
the Japs in the Pacific. We will hardly give these islands back to 
the Japs after the war. The Philippines would be the logical center 
of the large island empire we will find in our hands in the area. 

But the question of statehood is one for the Filipino people | 
themselves to decide primarily. Having granted them independence, 
we will see that that is carried out, if they still want it. But if 
they should express a desire to come into the Union, we could de 
no less than consider their petition,

By the dictum of the majority 
opinion, upholding the conviction 
of Korematsu, if now we were at 
war with Russia, all children and 
descendants of immigrants from 
old Russia, including many of our 
most influential union leaders, 
could be rounded up and interned 
indefinitely. in desert camps, Prob- 
ably, in the long run, they would 
lose not only their liberty but their 
property as well through inevit- 
able neglect, depreciation and sale 
at distress values. Ironically, Felix 
Frankfurter, who concurred in a 
separate opinion, being a native 
of Austria, a country with which 
we find ourselves at war, would 
seem to offer himself for intern- 
ment as an unreliable person. 
However, I say only that Mr. 
Frankfurter “would seem” to do 
this because, in common with 
some of his brethren, I have dif- 
ficulty understanding his opinions 
and am ever mindful of his pro- 
viso that to draw plain meanings 
with plain language is to indulge 
in pernicious over-simplification. 
Obviously it is even more hazard- 
ous to draw plain meanings from 
language which, whatever its oth- 
er virtues, certainly is not plain. 

Justice Black, an old Klansman, 
took note of the contention, up- 
held by other justices, that Kore- 
matsu was sent to a “oncentration 
camp “solely because of his an- 
cestry,” but, with a straight face, 
denied it. 

“Korematsu,” he says, for the 
court, “was not excluded from the 
military area because of hostility 
to him or his race. He was ex: 
cluded because we are at war with 
the Japanese Empire” and because 
the military authorities on the 
west coast decided that military 
urgency demanded that all citi- 
zens of Japanese ancestry be tem- 
porarily segregated from the west 
coast. From that, I believe, a 
logical mind would proceed to the 
conclusion that if Adolf Hitler had 
not attacked Russia and, presently, 
this nation had gone to war 
against both Germany and Russia, 
all. persons of German and Rus- 
sian ancestry, including many 
who were most active and influ- 
ential in the Political Action Com- 
mittee in the late election, could 
be deported to concentration 
camps. At this very moment, in- 
deed, Sen. Robert Wagner, not a 
descendant of German immigrants 
but, ‘like Frankfurter, an immi- 
grant, himself, is at liberty only 
by virtue of the forbearance of 
the military authorities. 


Justice Murphy, dissenting, re- 
lied on an imputation of probable 
disloyalty to Korematsu, strictly 
on the ground of undiluted racial 
strain, by Lt. Gen DeWitt, then 
commander of the western defense 
command, who further remark- 
ed, informally, that “a Jap’s a 
Jap.” Mr. Murphy seemed to fal- 
ter with the majority momentarily 
when he noted the absence of evi- 


dence that individuals had so be-' 


haved to justify their “exclusion 
as a group.” Apparently, if some 
number of them had so behaved, 
he would have been willing to 
consider the exclusion of inno- 
cent among the guilty. 

However, in a later paragraph, 
he pulls himself together for he 
says: | 

“To infer that examples of in- 
dividual disloyalty prove group 
disloyalty . .. is to deny that 
under pur system of law, indi- 
vidual guilt is the sole basis for 
the deprivation of rights. This 
inference, which is at the very 
heart of the’ evacuation orders, 
has been used in support of the 
abhorrent treatment of minority 
groups by the dictatorial tyrannies 
which this nation is now pledged 
to destroy.” 


Justice Jackson, also dissenting, 
scorned compromise entirely. 


“A citizen’s presence in the lo- 
cality was made a crime only if 
his parents were of Japanese 
birth,” he wrote. Korematsu had 
been convicted of an act not com- 
monly a crime, to-wit “being pres- 
ent in a state whereof he was a 
citizen, near the place where he 
was born and where, all his life, 
he had lived.” A German alien 
enemy, an Italian alien enemy, or 
even a native son of native ances- 
tors with a personal record of trea- 
son, but out on parole, all were 
exempt from the order while this 
loyal native was ordered away 
and punished for his refusal to 
leave. Thus, Mr. Jackson finds 
that Korematsu’s fault was noth- 
ing that he did but his racial 
stock. 


Where now does the prevailing 
opinion leave us in the field of 
racial discrimination, according to 
the supreme court 


For all his effort to deny the 
racial consideration, the Black 
opinion flouts the principle of fair 
employment practice in domestic 
industry and commits the court in 
advance to repudiation of the anti- 
discrimination scheme proposed in 
the state of New York. For if, as 
he says, Korematsu could be pun- 
ished because we are at war with 
a country which, as far as we 
know, he never saw, by imprison- 
ment in a concentration camp, 
then surely it is a lesser depriva- 
tion, if, legally, it can be called 
any deprivation at all, to deny a 
man a job for any arbitrary rea- 
son. This, however, now is the 
law of the land and millions of 
the best native Americans, are in 
danger of arbitrary imprisonment 
by order of local military com-

—only a climax—to three years of 
hell for my husband, Wallace, and 
myself. These three years includ- 
ed a flight to the mountains and 
constant pursuit by the Jans, cap- 
ture and imprisonment Dy the 
Japs for two months in five dif- 
ferent jails, and finally two years 
of deadly, interminable waiting in 
two Jap internment camps. 


But these horrors seemed to 
melt and become nothing when I 
drank my first cup of American 
Coffee today and bit into the first 
real hunk of bread and butter I 
had tasted in three years. 


My husband and I were hud- 
dled before a miserable fire at 
Los Banos wondering what we 
were going to eat. The six ounces 
of daily rice which had been our 
ration for months had given out 
and even such delicacies as pig- 
weed, slugs—an awful slimy. spe- 
cies of worm—which had been our 
“flavoring”—had given out. , 

It had been 48 hqurs since the 
Japs issued anything, and that 
consisted of but a handful of “pa- 
lay” or unhusked rice which the 
Filipinos throw to their pigs and 
chickens. 

The night before we had been 
told we would not even get this 
any longer—no more food was to 
be expected. 

A feeling of panic was in the 
air. People had actually been 
famished. Mothers had given up 
their own miserable rations for 
woe so that the children might 
eat. 

For the whole past week a bat- 
tle had been raging around us— 
planes overhead ‘daily—while we 
were sealed up in our straw bar- 
racks. As we waited desperate- 
ly, all of us asked the same un- 
spoken question: Would our boys 
come in time? 

The beginning of our end 
seemed to me to be in sight. Or- 
ders had been issued only the 
night before that anyone crossing 
the road after the 7 p. m. curfew 
would be shot. Other orders were 
issued for no one to watch the 
American planes overhead on pen- 
alty of swift execution. 

Our boys came with the dawn. 
In beautiful planes they came. 
There was something different 
about that group of twin-engined 
monsters. In a moment we knew 
why—paratroops began floating 
down. 

There was a spontaneous wave 
of laughter and tears. Screams 
of joy burst out of the throats 
of men, women and children. All 
the ingenuity of Hollywood 
couldn’t put this show on the 
screen,

ance from the hands of the enemy 
hit us with the appearance of 
those swinging umbrellas of silk 
against the Azure SEV.

“Here! Here! American soldiers 
here!” Suddenly they were among 
us—tall, bronzed, smiling lads, 
smiling through the sweat of bat- 
tle; familiar faces, smiling faces, 
those we knew so well from 
Brooklyn, from California, from 
Arkansas—anywhere that brought 
America to us, 


They walked by the barracks at 
a safe distance, not wishing to at 
tract enemy fire at us, and they 
were all smiling. They had time 
to smile—-these men who lived so 
close to death. I had a feeling at 
the time—I shamefully confess— 
and I know it uwas universally 
shared by every woman in the 
camp: we were safe at last. 


After that things began to hap- 
pen so quickly they assumed the 
qualities of a film speedup. The 
next thing I knew a real, live, big, 
bronzed American soldier —the 
kind we had dreamed about for 
three years—was standing ‘in the 
middle of the barracks smiling 
and asking us to get ready to 
leave at once. 


Gosh! Those boys looked won- 
derful. So well-fed, so husky, so 
full of fight. When I think back 
how the Japs had told us our boys 
were “starving,” I get boiling mad 
at myself to think we’d even lis- 
tened for a moment, And were 
they kind! I or no other woman in 
the camp, or any man or child 
either, will ever forget their quick 
kindnesses, their unfailing . cour- 
tesy and humor in the middle of 
hostilities, 


That journey to freedom will 
never be forgotten. 


As I watched the determined | 


faces of our soldiers staring over 
the barrels of their machineguns 
a wave of security swept over me. 
I feared nothing. 


Then it was “all clear” and we

MEXICO CITY, Feb. 27.—(/)— 
The United States managed to 
postpone for 24 hours today a sur- 
prise move to commit all the 
American nations to guarantee the 
frontiers and political independ- 
ence of the countries in this hem- 
isphere with their armed might. 

Sen. Warren Austin, Republic- 
an, Vermont, member of the For- 
eign Relations Committee, inter- 
vened just as a commission of the 
Inter-American conference here 
was about to pass the plan by ac- 
clamation. 

Entitled “The Declaration of 
Chapultepec,” the resolution com- 
bines proposals put forward by 
Uurguay, Colombia and Brazil. 

The surprise came in the de- 
termination of the other countries 
here to forge links of steel among 
the American republic immediate- 
ly, without waiting for establish- 
ment of a world security organiza- 
tion at San Francisco. 

The “Declaration of Chapulte- 
pec” goes beyond the Dumbarton 
Oaks plan in one important point: 

The signatory nations would be 
obliged to use force when aggres- 
sion or a “sure threat” of aggres- 
sion developed on this continent. 
. Austin managed to get the vote 
put off until tomorrow on two 
grounds. The resolution was in 
Spanish, and he said he did not 
have an English copy. Also, since 
he said it would commit the arm- 
ed forces of the United States, he 
wanted to consult Sen. Connally, 
Democrat, Texas, chairman of the 
Foreign Relations Committee, due 
later today. 

If approved by the commission, 
the declaration would go to the 
steering committee and then to a 
plenary session of all the dele-

Berlin Lashed 
For 8th Night: 
Reich Rails Hit 


LONDON, Wednesday, Feb. 28. 
()—Berlin was attacked from the 
air twice during the night after 


more than 3,000 Allied bombers 
had hammered Germany’s disinte- 
grating rail network during the 
day in carrying the obliteration 
blitz against the Reich into its 
third straight week. 

Early in the night RAF Mos- 
quitos dropped two-ton blockbust- 
er bombs on the capital, under at- 
tack for the ‘eighth successive 
night, and shortly before 3 a. m. 
this morning the German radio 
said Berlin again was being 
bombed. 

Other bomber formations were 
reported over the Reich and single 
planes roamed wide areas of Ger- 
many, creating confusion for the 
enemy “achtung” warning service 
throughout the night. 

The huge rail freight yards at 
Leipzig and “Halle felt the full 
force of a U.:S. Eighth Air Force 
attack for the first time. More 
than 1,100 Fortresses and Liber- 
ators dumped thousands of tons of 
bombs into the crowded freight 
yards and repair shops in the ma- 
jor action of the day’s operations. 

Thirteen bombers and seven 
fighters were missing.
